rall fate by eternity. Bur  wharis this coracombarant 
unto us ? The Apoſtletells us} He is Bros 4 
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preſumptuouſneſſe in ſunning. 3 
Faith,to note, that there is not any Chriſtian, who can 
hope- for lite by him, who doth nor fight under his 
Banner : knowing, that if the Tempter did dare to fall 
upon our Generall,he will be ſure to aſſault his Souldi- 
Ery : It he ſtruck at the head, he willnorfaile to lay at 
thoſc that are his members,amd that it will be our part 
accordingly to.reſsſt the Dewill, . And: how fo? bur by Jan s 4.7. 
withſtanding his treachery with warineflc,his wicked. 
neſſe with righreoufneſle, his miſchievouſneſle with 
contrary godly zeale and diligence, 

Now atter the re ferenceto the Tempter,let us,from 
the relation of the word [ And,)] take notice of the 0c- 
caſion of the temptation , which was, as I ſaid, the 0- 
portunity of the place,for the Devill now, asir is in the 
former verſe, had Chriſt on the pinacle of the Temple, 
And now ſaith unto him. There is no circumſtance be- 
longing ro Temptation, wherein the Devill dothnot 
ſhew his policy , as here we ſee in the choice of the 
place to begin his tempcation, whilſt he hath'him #4» 
the wilderneſſe alone without any ſecond to annimate 
him. Next, on the top of 4 high monntaine,that he might 
more cafily take a compendious view of the whole 
world; and then,on the pinacle of the Temple, as the fit- 
teſt place to tryan experiment bycaſting himſeltdown. 
But this was an artificiall pinacle,which occafioneth a 
conſideration of a Morall pinacle, and a ſpirituall ca- 
ſting down in three kinds far more agreeable to our 
diſcourſe. Firſt, Deviliſh,the Dcvil himſelt being both 
aRour and authour , Acour in himſclf, who, becauſe 
he would be equal with rhe highe/,and ſo a pinacle,caſt IH 
himſelf down into'the loweſt hell : 'Aurhourgo others 
by tcmpring out firſt Patents to be like unto God, 
. which wrought the break-neck of all man- kinde. The

truth, The Annointed with Unition above his fellowes, The 
Corner-ſtone, The Celeſtiall Majeſty. By Stapleton, The Di- 
vine might , and inthe Roman gloſle extant yet trom 
divers hundred of yeares, Our Lord God the Pope, You 
ſce this pinacle,and ic is che pinacle of the Temple, for 
the Scripture ſpeaking of Antichriſt, ſaith, that he jir- 
teth in the Temple of God, which is th2 Church, | 

But how ſhall we underſtand the fall of that pimacle 
of Babel? Thus, Rome byiall Expoſitours;as well Ro- 
miſh-as others, is the City which 1s called Babylox, and 
whereof it is witnefled by two Jeſuites, Riberaand Yiegs 
our of the Texts,that betore the comming of Chriſt,ic 
muſt, for the Apoſtacy and Idolatryin it, be conſumed 
with fire, and by the Rhemiſts, thar it ſhall be rhe Seate 
of Antichriſt, A third we may here terme a Politzque 
pinacle, which is a popular applauſe. Hereupon was Herod 
{er, when he drew 1n as his vitall breath the vulgarac- 
clamation, The voice of God and not of Man : and imme- 
diately became as you know,bur a low7e God, 

There is no queſtion, bur the Devil is as buſy now, 
as ever,to fix ambitiouſneſle in rhoughts and affeRions 
with mens conſent,and it js as ſure, that his endeavour 
is.the caſting them down againſt their Wills. Neither 
wil he want a reaſon far his tempration.any more,then 
he doth here © which is the aext generall point. ,,

Inthis one reaſon we have divers obſcrvables. Firſt 
isthe Allegation, Itis written, He hath given his Angels 
charge, &c. By his deceitfull lying in concealing a 
neceſſary part thereof. The ſecond, in dealing thus 
with ſacred Scripture, which maketh the lyc utterly 
Sacrilegious. Two others are diſcerned in the Devils 
conſequence : one in his pretentions thus : 1f thou be the 
Sonne of God, &c. to wit, that thereby thou mayeſt 
manifeſt thy dignity and ſpeciall intereſt thou haſt in 
the favour of God : The ſecond in his intention, 1frhow 
be the Sonne, &c. that by trying concluſions he might 
work his own deſtrudtion, Let us begin with his lye ; 
It is nonewes to heare that the Devil can Iye, whom 


Chriſt thus branded,ſaying,that he & 4 lyar, and the Fa; m__—_ It. 


ther of tyes,as if lying were a propertycſlcntial unto him, 


who noſooner heard this queſt16,Who ſhal deceive Ahab? 1 Kings 23.31, 


but inſtantly anſwered,as1t this were an office peculiar 
unto himfſclt, and ſaid,! w:{l be a falſe ſpeaker in the mouth 
of all Ahabs Prophets. But the manner of this lying is 
worth inquiring into. The tenour of the Text which 
he cited runneth thus, He, namely God, Will give his 
Angels charge over thee to keep thee in all thy wayes ,, they 
fhall hold thee up in thtir hands, that ther daſh not thy foot 
azainſta ſtone: But the Devil omitteth that clauſe, #0 
keep thee in all thy wayes, whereby is meant the wayes of 
bis own revealed ordinances,as all thePſalmes ſpeake, 
which were direQory words, and made againſt the 
Devills temptation of {ecking- extraordinary, and ha- 
zardous wayes of mans own will. He did thereby in- 
tend therefore a lying delufton, as many expoſitours, 
Ancient and others have obſerved : and the Devil be- 
iag as,Chriſt hath ſaid, the father of lyex, every one that 
liveth inthe world will acknowledge,that he hath had 
4 an 
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an inaumerable off-ſpring thercin, Now, the manner 
of lying is twotold, one cloſe, by that cquivocation, 
whichis called mentall reſervation, which we may call. 
Jeſuiticall, becauſe of their more ſpecial proteſſion and 
praCtiſe thereof, inſtructing every Prieft, when he is 
examined by a Magiſtrate, and in danger to be diſco- 
vered, that bcing asked , Art thou 4 Prieſt, he may 
anſwer lily; 1am no Prieſt, reſerving this notionin 
his minde, #torell it unto yo : Which Jcſuiticall art and 
ſubrilty in the Prieſts anſwer,we diſcerne here to have 
been Satanicall in this Deviliſh tempration,by his con- 
cealment ot the former words of the Plalmes. As for 
example thus, He hath given his Angels charge over thee, 
& nor uttering the next words, 1z 4H thy wayes,could not 
but reſerve in his minde a purpoſe ot nor telling it unto 
Chriſt, For it is impoſſible, but that he, who omitteth 
words,leſt theyſhould betold hath the ſame c6ception 
in his mind. Bur they tell it and print it in their books, 
that this kind of an({wer by reſervation is nolye. Let 
us therefore try this out of Gods book, Ananias ha- 
ving ſold his poſſeſſion tor a piece of money, and laid it 
down at the Apoſtles feet to be diſtributed in come 
mon,craftily kept back a part thereof : to whom Sainr 
Peter ſaid, Why hath Sathan poſſeſſed thy heart to lye tothe 
Holy Ghoſt ? Now, lyingis not without ſome cxpreſſi- 
on of words, which muſt have been tothis queſtion, 
Thou Ananies, haſt thou ſold them that poſſeſſion bur 
for ſo much? and he anſwering,but for ſo much,and con- 


cealing apart, could not bur conceive in his mind a 


(elling it but for ſo much for ought that Ferey ſhould 
know ; which as we have heard from Peter himſclfe, 
came from the Devil,and therefore was as Iſaid, a'Sa- 
tanicall lye. And I leave it, that I may come to _ 
whic

which is open,direR and flat lying, which is commonly 
praQifed amongft men, and may be called,as Bernard 
termeth every brazen faced finne, Demon meridians, 

We reade of diſtin and peculiar Nationall finnes, 
as bcing more predominantin ſome countryes then 0- 
thers;ſome branded with the infamy of Drunkenneſle, 
ſome of Gluttonic, ſomeot Venery, and the like, ſome 
have become Proverbialls for lying: whence we have 
the Gree fides,the faith (meaning faithleſneſle) of the 
Grecians: Punics fides,the faith ofthe Punicks,and fides 
Cretenſuwm,cthe Cretians faith:to which we may adde(if 
we conſider our proficiency in forging lyes inthe com- 
paſſe of three yeares) I ſpeake to our ſhame) our fides 
Anzlicana, whether Privata or Publica, exceeding rhe 
three tormer put them all cogether, when as ſtill our 
to morrow doth give yeſterday the lye. So epidemical 
is this leprofic amongſt us. I returne tothe Text, It # 
written, So then, this we ſpeak of is uſed by the devil, 
in his falſe allegation of the ſaid Scripture, aggravating 
the lye to make it ſacrilegious. The devil, faith the 
Apoſtle, can tranſlate himſclfe into an Angel of light z 
this he doth moft, whenſocver under the colour of fin- 
gularity, and of newly deviſed ſtriftneſſe of manners 
and opinions, he {cduceth men into new herefies and 
{chiſmes, as istaught us Col.2.2 3. But yct can there be 
any transformation more delufive and facrilegious 
then this,the perverting of the right ſenſe of Scripture, 
whether by falſe gloſles,or (and that eſpecially) by a- 
buſing the ſenſe of Scriptures byomiſſion of words and 
circumſtances, which contradie the intentionof the 
ObjeRours ? upon which point come wee now more 
eſpecially ro inſiſt. 

Many houres would not ſuffice to reheafſe the = 
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Romiſh ſophiſtries inthis kind of abuſing ofScriptures 
in every controverfic ; bur I have ſingled out one one- 
ly moſt pertinent for the preſent time, which is, their 
docrine of Subjects taking up Armes againſt Sove- 
raignty tor reſtoring of Religion, and calling it a juſt 
cauſe, for juſtitying of their former Iriſh and now En- 
liſh Popiſh Rebcllions, which may give you a cleare 
{(cantling how to judge of the reſt, 

Thus beginning with this their Maxime, That the 
power of all Government is alwayes reſident in the people, 
and therefore tor Religions take, they may make their 
InſurreRions art pleaſure. Their firſt Scripture is out 
of the 1 Pet. 2. 13.where ſpeaking of a King, he ſaith he 
is *ſios arm, a Creature of man, or humane creature, 
which we ſay is moſt true,in conſtituendo,in conſtituting 
a King, or any forme of Government, But rege conſtt- 
tuto,the King being conſtituted and eſtabliſhed,the po- 
wer of Government by the ordinance of God is inthe 


Governour, and not in the people; and therefore they 


wittingly conceale thar Peter having ſaid of the creation |, 
of a King that it is Hwmane,addcth preſently (he being 
onceauthorized) aninjunction upon the people, ſay- 
ing, Submit your ſelves unto him, How 7. during their 
owne wills ? nay, tor he {ubjoyneth, for the Lords ſake: 
So that now he is not mans creature, but Gods, who 
immediately putteth an obligation upon them of obe- 
dience unto him. This is the firſt point, and for proof 
of this our K.xpoſition, we have the teſtimony of S, 
Paul,where that which S. Peter called *r3pwmin wrics, hu- 
mane creation, he entitulcth it exprefly 41m ©7, 
the ordinance of God, Rom, 13. 1. and therefore char- 
geth every ſouleto be ſubject unto it. 

* Next, they objeR, that the governments ſpoken of 


by 
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by S. Paul,arc written to be #57%, powers and authori- 
tics : that 15, iu abſtratfo, ſay they, as Ariſtocracic, or 
Democracie, and Monarchic ; aot Monarchs, or Ari. 
ſtocraticks , ſignitying the perſons : concealing that, 
which is alſo written in the ſame place, the word 
"Apermes, The Rulers ,ver.z. which ſignifticrh the perſons , 
and againe, He carryeth the ſword,ver.q. accordingly Pe- 


zter moſt expreſly naming The King : all which have * Pct. cap-2. 


beenconcealed. 
Bur thirdly,they infiſt, that the power ſpoken of, as 


to be obeyed, is to be a terrowr to the evill, and a praiſe to x, * 


the good. And therefore it a King prove tyrannous, 
they owe no more ſubjection; concealing , that Paul 
notwithſtanding tyrannie it ſelfe enjoyned ſubjeRion, 
ſaying, Be ſubjet ro the powers that axs : and you your 
ſelves knowing right well that the principall of the po- 
wers that then were, was Ners, a moſt monſtrous ty- 
rantto his owne heatheniſh ſubjes, and the fierceſt 
perſecutor of Chriſtians for their Religion: yea, not - 
{paring theſe Apoſtles themſelves, Peter and Paul, but 
hunted them even unto martyrdome : notwithſtanding 
Peters dire doctrine was to the people, Submit your 
ſelves; and Pauls, be ſubjef# , both commanding to pur- 
{ue civill obedicnce. 

4. Say they, although Peter giveth the Kingthe ſu- 
premacie, yet there is a power trom the people coordi- 
nate unto them : bur this they ſpeak from themſelves 
without any $criptum eſt, cunningly concealing that 
which indeed hath Scriptumeſt, which may ditcover 
their talſe figment : Peter requiring (ubjeion both ro

2. Fortheir examples, they inſtance in the depo- 
ſing of Athaliah the Queene, the detection of Feroboam, 
and Fhad his killing of King Eg/op, concealing the cir- 

cumſtances there extant, to wit, that the Quernc depo- 

ſed was an Uſurptrix againſt the Heire of the Crowne then 

living : That Feroboam "was a maniteſt rebell againſt 

Re although forthe finof the ſame King expreſ- 

ly permitted by God,and thar Zg/on was an Alien, ty- 

rannizing over them, whom it was lawfull for an Iſra- 

elite to kill as an enemic in open warre againſt them. 

Thus of Papiſticall allegations. But can this make any 

thing againſt our Zelors and Incendiaries of rheſe 

times ? Onely thus much, that they in defence of the * 
ſame tein of taking upArmes againſt Authority, 

in caſe of Religion,depend wholly upon the ſame Te 
ſuitical and Papiftical principles and praQtices: _ 
ing two or three additionals, with which the latter de- 
light themfelves,it being the ſame art of violatiorr of 

. Texts of Scripture againſt the rules of due toyaltic pre- 
ſeribed by God, The two which I ſhall mention fhall 
not be inferiourto the former, 

Ic was.refolved m an Eccleſiaftical Aſembly, and 
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publiſhed in print tor the juſtification of an hoſtile man- 
ncr of entrance into this Kingdome without conſent 
of the King, and affirmed, that if the Engliſh ſhould 
deny them free-pailage, and victuals for their money, 
God would be offended with them, as he had becn 
with the King of Edom, and his Countrey,in not per- 
mitting the Lſraclices ro paſfe through their coaſts in 
their journey to the land of Canaan. The matter is 
ſtoried, Numb. 20. Itis worth your reading. Where- 
in we finde, that Moſes,and all the Hoſt of Iiracl,came 
to Kaceſb, which was the borders of Edom, intend- 
ing to journey through that Kingdom , but concea- 
ling, firſt, that they did nor offer to ſet a foot within 
the borders of Edom, before they had ſent Meſſen- 
gcrs to aske leave of the King thereof : ſecondly, 
concealing that the condition of paſſing, which they 
rendered,was to goe onely the high way,8& that through 
without delay, or negotiating with the people of the 
Land, ſave onely to have water for their money , and a- 
gaine concealing how, when the King of Edom raiſed 
* warre againſt the Campe of Iſrael, and came to face 
them , Moſes and his Hoſt offered not the leaſt refi- 
ſtance, bur, as it is in the Text, 1ſr4el turned away from 
him, All three circumſtances directly contradictory to 

the practices that followed. | 
In anvther late Engliſh Treatiſe, we may find ano- 
ther allegation of Scripture much boaſted of ; which, 
indeed, it it were fincere, might, ſo farte, as a Topick 
place of example could enforce, conclude for juſtifica- 
tion of Rebellion in parr. For it is written,z King.18.7.

not temps, &c, The full [Theorem in this is given by 
the Apoſtle, :not.to do, evil 'that- good may come 
thereby, which drawes me to a dorine,then which, 
none is more neceſſary for theſe times, when our pre- 
tences for violent rapines,our Sic. volume impriton- 
ments, our thirſting after wounds and bloodſheds, as 
ingendred, fomented, foſterd and inforced by that 
which is called a Cauſe, were it never ſo godly : yet 
ſure we know,that be as much, as can be {aid, for a 
good intent of gloritying God by unjuſt meanes, it 
cannot but be to the diſhonouring of him, whilſt it 
wanteth Gods own warrant and Scriptum eſt : as hath 
been plainely ſhewn ; Onely we cannot conceale 
that this Theorem doth draw trom us another infer- 
ence,as our laſt concluſion. 

The cnds of all ations morally, according as the 
learned know,are the principall formes, like the formes 
ofcreatures dant nomen ceſſe,making them good or i], 
thercfore willitdireRly tollow,thar, if illactions for 
good ends be condemnable, then good actions for 
wicked ends much more, and that ſuch ations may 
be deviliſh, the devils themſelves have ſhewne by 
thcir addreſle to Chriſt, which hath beenalledged ; 
where they made that opcn and joynt contefſion of 
our fundamentall Article of Chriſtian faith, ſaying, 

'Thowart the Sonne of God, and again, The Soxne —T 
Higheſt,which they did more then once. Now none 
can.deny, ;but the; confeſſion it ſelt ſevered from all 


evil circumſtances, had; been. diyincly: good , bs

thougha [01 uth;! conces aingihe Honournot his 
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head, bur he put them ro ſilence, knowing, tharthe 
Devil; {peake he well or ill, he will be the Devill 
ſtill : he either ſpeaking a falſum, alye, or if truth, 
yet ad falſum, toa fallc and wicked end.. Enough 
ot this Duv@rine, I cometo our citation of three 


- parties, which. may appeare, as they ſhall be ſum-

Firſt are the Phariſaicall Hypocrices boaſting of 
their faſts, and prayers, and juſt ryrthings, bur ro 
what end ? The Goſpell tells us, to have applauſe of 
men, onely their. long prayers excepted , which 
were to devoure Widowes Houſcs, Behold their 
downtall, Woe be unto you ! Woe be unto you ! 
Thus doth Chriſt multiply woes upon them, 

. 2. Romiſh Phariſees are the next,who pride them- 
ſelves in the merit of theic works, merits of condig- 
nity according to the cxa@ juſtice of God : which 
is an.a& of Excellence proper tothe Sonne of God, 
and againſt that Scriptum eſt, Lake 17.10, When you 
have done all that is commanded, ſay, you are ew” ag 
ſervants. And their downetall is clegantly reſem- 
bled by Pope Gregory the firſt and beſt of that name, 
and therctore entituled a Saznt, who as he did diſ- 
clayme all conccite of merit in himſelte, ſo did he 
condemneitinall others. His fimile is this : EleaFar 
the 1aliant. man of warre killed an Elephant that was 
comming Spon him, but ſo, that the beaſt having received 
hidedl wownd,-in his downfall light upon Elea\ar and 
eruſhed him ve death : even ſo they,who glory in con» 
py yices, aretherein conquered, and ſub- 
dthemitlycs; through their opinion of merit.

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' 3+ Laſtly, to refle& upon our Engliſh ſelves, if ir 
were that our faſts and prayers were ot boaſted 
of, they might be better thought of. Burdid ne- 
ver any ſo before us ? Ygs, in the Prophet Eſay, 
the Jewes did exprobate God : we have faſted, 
and thou ſecſt not. But let us ſee what God faith 
thereunto : you faſt ro ſtrike and debate: is this a 
taſt that I have choſen 2 ſhewing, that God did-ab- 
horrcit, Prayers we have, and that extraordinary 
long, beyondall cxamples of. all times, in whatſo- 
evcr people of God, - whether ſome of them fiſh 
thereby tor Widowes houſes, they themſelves 
know beſt, but queſtionlefle it is done in a fingula- 
rity , if not as Chriſt ſpake of the Pharilaicall , 
thinking the rather to be heard of God. As for 


Alnmes deeds, I wiſh they were ſo vifible as to de- * 
ſcrve a queſtioning the end why * The AQs which 


arc moſt in ſtght are contributions againſt Rebel- 
lions Ireland, and rhe Popery thereof : and this we 
might be perfwaded of, if we ſaw not viſibly the 


' batte of their conditions, for deyouring not onely 


houſes, but all ofthofe Papiſts poſſeſſions and live- 
domes within the Nation. Befides, the like faith 
hereat home devouring in hope the uſe of money 
by publique faith, orclſc, ifthar ſhould faile, of de- 
kaquents lands. The downfall is infallible , for 
vthar, if Goats, whicharc at Chriſts lefrhand, be- 
cauſe unprofitable creatures, are to receive 4.ter- 
fible-doom, much more Beares,' Wolves, Tygers 
and all Ravenons birds and beaſts of prey;,who have 
yordred rote rmmpratien.of tho dar” 
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aſſociation with them in Torment, whereof we have 
that Scriptam eff of Chriſt, ſaying, Depart from me 
ye wicked into Hell fire , prepared for the Devill and 
his Angells : from which Lord deliver us and 
every one of whom we have ſpoken,by 
the merits of Jeſus Chriſt,
